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TARIFF WAR IS ON, 
CUMMINS ASSERTS 


Iowa Senator Gutlines the 
Plan of Campaign of 
the “Progressive” 
Republicans. 


WANT CONTROL OF PARTY 


Aligned for Battle Against Ele- 
ment Represented in Con- 
gress by Nelson W. 
Aldrich. 


| War to the itmit, with no quarter asked or 
given, and with the contro! of the Republican 
national organization the one great prize 
at stake, is officially declared by the “‘ pro- 
gressive” Republicans. 

The Republican national convention of 1912 
is the promised field of the most spectacuiar 
battle of the campaign already initiated. The 
tariff and how to revise it furnishes the line 
of demarcation between the opnosing forces. 

Senator Albert B. Cummins of Iowa, home- 
ward bound from Washington. at Congress 
hotel yesterday afternoon, flung down the 
gauntlet and for all practical purposes official- 
ly and formally delivered the political ulti- 
matum which opens hostilities between the 
progressive and the old order which has 
aligned itself behind the banner carried in 
Washington by Senator Nelson W. Aldrich. 


Tariff the Republican Issue. 

“The Democratic party has demonstrated 
thoroughly its innocuous inability to be trust- 
ed with the formulation of a tariff law for 
the United States,” said Senator Cummins. 
“I do not foresee any serious possibility of a 
Democratic congressional or national vic- 
tory because of the passage of the new tariff 
law. Any Republican law based upon the 
underlying principle of protection is prefer- 
able to any Democratic law based upon the 
principle of tariff for revenue. All Repub- 
licans will fight together when danger of a 
Democratic congress heaves in sight. 

“In my judgment, the tariff never again 
will be an issue between the Republican and 
Democratic parties. It is the decisive issue 
between the two well defined elements within 
the Republican party. It is an issue which 
must and I believe will be settled definitely 
at the next national convention.” 

The Iowa senator talked candidly and 
freely of the campaign plans of tne progres- 
sive wing of republicanism, He held noth- 
ing in reserve and evidently spoke as one of 
authority within the ranks of the senators 
and representatives who believe the Payne 
tariff bill does not keep the pledges made in 
the Chicago platform of 1908. 


Program of, the Progressives. 

The big items emphasized by Senator Cum- 
mins as critical points to be pushed to the 
fore by the progressives are these: 

1, Placing in control at the head of organized 
republicanism men who will stand absolutely 
by platform pledges. 

_ & Struggle for this policy at every convention, 

lecal, congressional or state between now and 
1912 where there are enough progressive Repub- 
licans to make it worth while. 

3. No general revision of the tariff for per- 
haps a decade, but revision from time to time 
in particular schedules, as expert investigation 


demonstrates to be necessary and at the same’ 


time conforming with the broad principle of 
protection. 

4. Appointment of an expert tariff commis- 
sion at the earliest practicable moment to fur- 
nish this information to congress. 

5. And particularly—no opposition to Presi- 
dent Taft, whom the progressives believe to 
have a thoroughly progressive program in hand 
for his administration—at least until the presi- 
dential policy demonstrates the contrary. 


Campaign Is Under Way. 

Senator Cummins followéd this outline of 
policy with the statement that the campaign 
had begun; that the battle in congress and 
the roll call when some of the progressives 
openly went on record in opposition to the 
tariff bill as framed were integral and well 
defined strategical moves on the part of the 
phogressives, and that he, for one, is pre- 
pared to immediately enter upon a speakinx 
campaign in behalf of the general policy of 
the progressives. As for other progressives 
—known in Washington as the “‘ insurgents "’ 
—they can speak for themselves. he declared. 

‘Is the tariff law such a one as can. be 
indorsed by an lowa Republican state con- 
vention?’ he was asked. 

“That is hardly a question for me to an- 
swer at this time,’ he replied. ‘‘I have 
every confidence in President Taft. I be- 
lieve he has an administrative policy thor- 
oughly progressive. The tariff law is a 
Republican law and superior to any that 
could be framed by the Democrats. In my 
judgment President Taft will demand that 
it be administered fairly and equitably. With 
his codperation, an expert tariff commission 
can be secured which will furnish absolute 
and unchallengeable figures upon the actual] 
cost of production of commodities in the 
United States and in foreign nations. Upon 
these figures the tariff schedules can be re- 
vised systematically where revision is neces- 
sary, always maintainigs the protection 
principle.” 


States the Issue Flatly. 

“What immediate step will be taken by 
the progressives?’ 

** We shall present the issue flatly to every 
Republican convention between the presént 
and the national convention of 1912, where it 
is possible for the issue to be presented. That 
issue is: Shall the men now in confrol of party 
destinies be permitted further to disregard 
plain party declarations?’ 

Senator Cummins was emphatic in declar- 
ing that President Taft had exhausted every 
resource at his command in attempting to 
obtain honest tariff revision, such as had 
been offered in the Chicago platform, aed 
that no blame justly attaches to the presi- 
dent because of the failure of congress to 
enact a law different from the Payne law. . 

The senator will depart for Des Moines 
this morning. It is his first trip to Iowa since 
he was elected to the senate for the long term 
last January. As to Iowa politics, he said: 

‘‘ Néver has there been a greater spirit of 
harmoay within the Republican party in 
Iowa than at present. The party is thor- 
oughly united. There will be no factional 
attempt to defeat men because théy are 

‘ progressives’ or because they are ‘ stand- 
patters.’ Iowa is in a stete of absolute po- 
litical peace.” 

Senator Cummine dined with Senator Wil- 
liam E. Borah of Idaho. During the evening 
in his apartments he was visited by several 
western congressmen on their journey home. 


GEORGE W. JACKSON “STUNG” 


Pays $1,500 for Horse; Says It 
Is Only a Grocer’s “Plug.” 


BEAT VANDERBILT TO IT. 


“Country Dealer Arrested Declares Ani- 


mal Sound When Sold. 


“Do unto your neighbor as he would do 
you; but do it fust.’’ 

The foregoing sentiment as a guide for 
horse traders from a novel that was popular 
a few years ago has been running through 
the mind of George W. Jacksoa for several 
weeks. 

About the middle of June Mr. Jackson 
bought a horse which he intended to efter at 
the Lake Forest horse show. Reginald Van- 
derbilt was anxious to purchase the same 
animal, Dut Mr. Jackson executed a coup 
by offering D. W. Hogan, owner of the horse, 
$100 more than the Vanderbilt bid. 

Mr. Jackson counted out $1,500 into Mr. 
Hogan's hand and the latter, flinging the 
halter strap toward the purchaser remarked: 

“The hoss is yours. There isn't a better 
piece of hoss flesh‘that stands on four feet. 
You’ve got a bargain, Mr. Jackson, and, take 
my word for it, there won't be any other 


-hoss in it at the Lake Forest show.’’ 


But the horse was not among the Jackson 
entries. His Highness and Lady Churchill 
and Firefly were all at the show,’and all of 
them won prizes for their owner, Mr. Jack- 
son. The ‘*“ Hogan” horse—the one that 
was going to carry away all the prizes—was 
munching hay in the Jackson stables, and 
never got any nearer to Lake Forest than 
Blue Island avenue. 


Jackson Says He Was “Stung.”’ 

Mr. Jackson says he was “stung” in the 
deal. That is the only word that can ad- 
equately express his feelings. 

Instead of being a ‘‘show” horse, sound in 
limb and body, and without a blemish, the 
animal, Mr. Jackseén says, would look good 
hitched to a milk wagon. In some respects 
the horse is “‘classy,’’ but Mr. Jackson asserts 
that it has string halt. 

He went to Hogan, the former owner of the 
animal, and demanded the return of his 
$1,500, but Hogan, who has ideas somewhat 
like David Harum’s, refused to ‘trade back.’” 

“The hoss didn’t have string halt or any- 
thing else when you bought it,’’ said Hogan. 
‘‘and I don't see why I should give you back 
the money you paid.”’ 

That*was Hogan's ultimatum, and just to 
see if there was any law in this land that 
could make the former owner refund the 
purchase price, Mr. Jackson caused his 
arrest on a charge of obtaining money by 
false pretenses. 


Detectives Bring Hogan In. 

Armed with the warrant, Detective Du 
Bach of the Central station went out to the 
peaceful town of Byron, Ill., last Saturday 
night and brought Hogan to Chicdgo. On 
their arrival at the Harrison street police 
station early yesterday morning Hogan sent 
for A. B. Perrigo, an undertaker, who signed 
a $2,500 bond for his appearance in court this 
morning. 

‘That was as fine a hos’ as ever @ man 
drew rein over when I sold it to - Jack- 
son,” said the Byron horse breede a 
Vanderbilt wanted to get it for $1,400 and I 
gaid ‘ No, he’s worth $1,500 if he’s worth a 
cent.’ 

‘‘Mr. Jackson heard about the hoss and 
came down to see it. Later he sent two or 
three experts out to my place, and on their 
advice, I understand, the hoss was bought. 

“If the hoss has got string halt it got it 
after it left my place in Byron. I’m willing 
to leave the matter to a committee of hosa 
men, and I'll bet a peck of oats the decision 
will be in a favor.”’ 


SECOND D BLACK HAND WARNING 
FOLLOWS EXPLOSION OF BOMB 


Tony Tavolacci, 
Wrecked, Goes to Place Designated, 
but No One Comes for Money. 


“Black hand’ threats have been made 
against Tony Tavolacci, who was made the 
victim of a bomb explosion early in the morn- 
ing of July 21. Tavolacci keeps a grocery 
at 123 West Erie street and lives in the rear 
with his family. He received two letters de-. 
manding $500 and when he failed to respond 
a bomb was exploded in front of his store, 
wrecking the two show windows and throw- 
ing sleepers out of bed. The police arrested 
several suspects, but they were discharged. 

Last Tuesday Tavolacci received another 
letter which read in part as fr ows: 

“We will give you one last warning. If 
no one calls at your store before Sunday, 
come to Chicago avenue and Larrabee street 
Sunday night’at 9 o’clock and have the 
money, $500, with you. If you care any- 
thing for your family, you had better be on 
time.”’ 

This letter was signed with a black hand 
and a picture of a bomb. 

Tavolacci turned the letter over to the 
police and last night six detectives from the 
Chicago avenue station were stationed in 
close proximity to Chicago avenye and Lar- 
rabee street and Tavolacci stood on the cor- 
ner for over an hour, but no one approached 
him. The police will keep Tavolacci’s store 
under guard, fearing another bomb.

‘NO DEATHS AT 93 ABOVE. 


Only One Prostration Reported; 
Low Mortality in Chicago 
Last Week Despite 
Torridity. 


HOURLY TEMPERATURE 
OF THE HOTTEST DAY. 
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Following one of the most oppressive nights 
of the summer, the thermometers of Chi- 
cago got a good start yesterday morning, 
and before they stopped climbing the hottest 
Gay of the season was registered, with a 
maximum temperature of 93 degrees above 
zero as shown by the weather bureau figures. 
Thermometers in the downtown streets were 
several degrees above that. Notwithstand- 
ing the excessive heat, only one prostration 
was reported, 

The hottest previous day of the season was 
July 29, when a temperature of 92.4 degrees 
was registered. Despite the excessive tor- 
ridity of last week, it was one of the health- 
lest weeks of an unusually healthy summer, 
according to the city health department. 

“Silght changes in temperature, but in- 
clining to somewhat cooler,” ig the equiv- 
ocal language which was employed by the 
weather bureau in a promise of some relief 
from the excessive heat for today. 

Chicago's population sought the water for 
relief from the sweltering heat, which a high 
degree of humidity made hard to bear. Chil- 
dren by hundreds waded in the pools of every 
park in the city, and thousands went to the 
bathing beaches for a refreshing swim. 


Thousands at the Beaches. 

At the Wilson avenue beach it was said in 
the evening that more than five thousand 
persons had patronized the place during 
the day. The same number of persons 
bathed at the north shoré beach and the 
Leland, Clarendon, Twenty-second street, 
Manhattan, and other beaches also had the 
record breaking patronage of the summer. 

But children in the parks seemed to enjoy 
the water sports most keenly. They splashed 
in the pools, some in a diffident sort of way, 
but the majority with an ‘abandon which 
showed that their chief object was, as one 
little chap put it, *‘ to get wet and stay wet.” 
The boys wrestied in the water, and only 
shouts of laughter followed the dozens of 
duckings which many were subjected to by 
their companions. The little girls, too, 
splashed about in bare limbs, browned by the 
sun, in a way that showed they enjoyed the 
cool water quite as much as their brothers. 

The one heat prostration victim was Mrs. 
Annie Larson, 32 years old, 719 Foster ave- 
nue, who was overcome in the afternoon at 
Argyle and Evanston avenues. She was 
taken to her residence. 


Great Crowds Cross Lake. 

It is estimated that over 18,000 Chicagoans 
took advantage cf the hot weather and 
crossed the lake on .xcursion boats.

At times these marooned 
benedicts would parade about the deck sing- 
ing, “Hurrah, hurrah, my wife's on the 
Roosevelt with the lunch.” 

In Michigan City the Woodmen of the 
World held thelr annual fleld day. Four spe- 
cial excursion trains carried Chicago mem-. 
bers of the order to that town and many 
reached the scene of festivities by water. 

The weekly bulletin, issued by the health 
department in the evening, indicated the 
general death rate and infant mortality rate 
had been the lowest on record during the last 
week. 

‘‘The mortality record of the week just 
closed is a continuation of this most grati- 
fying condition,’’ said the pDulletin. “ The 
general death rate of the week was 12.38 per 
1,000 of population on a per anum basis, this 
being 15.5 per cent lower than the usual 
rate of this season. 

“The total deaths of the last week, 526, 
were 131 fewer than the corresponding week 
of last year; the child mortality under 5 
years of age was 108 lower; the diarrheal 
deaths were 72 fewer, and there were 5 fewer 
deaths from typhoid fever.”’ 


SWELTER IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 8.—Pennsylvania 
is again sweltering under a record breaking 
hot wave. Reports from cities both east and 
west of the Alleghenies teil of the suddenly 
oppressive heat. At Scranton the thermome- 
ter registered 04 degrees, a newrecord for the 
year, while at Williamsport the mercury 
jumped from 61 to 04, breaking the record for 
this summer. Both Altoona and Johnstown 
sizzled with the thermometer touching 96, the 
high record of the year. 


KICKS HIS RESCUER; RUNS AWAY 


Chinaman Mistakes Man Who Saved 
Him from Robbers for a Footpad 
and Attacks Him. 


Cc. E. Rogers was awakened early yester- 
day morning by a noise under his room win- 
dow at 141 Bast Chicago avenue. When he 
looked out the window he saw three men in 
the act of robbing a Chinaman. He dressed 
and rushed to the rescue of the victim. 

When Rogers opened the door of his home 
the robbers ran south in Orleans street. 
Rogers approached the Chinaman, who sus- 
pected that his rescuer was 4 robber, and 
struck him in the face. 

The attack was so unexpected that Rogers 
fell and the Chinaman kicked him several 
times in the sidé and then ran away. 

Rogers sald last evening that he would not 
rescue any more Chinese. 


WARNING NOTE FOR BLONDES 


Expert Fears They Will Be Wiped 
Out in Favor of Brunettes. 
CLEW IN PRISON FIGURES. 


Thirst for Drink and Crime Tendency 
Found in Climate. 


New York, Aug. 8.—[Special.]—A startling 
warning to blue eyed, light complexioned per- 
sons is uttered by Dr. Charlies E. Woodruff, 
surgeon and major in the United States army, 
who has just completed a private tour of the 
prisons and asylums of the city‘ and state. 
Jalis and other institutions, he says, are full 
of blondes who are unable to stand the 
struggle for existence in a climate to which 
they are unfitted and have fallen into pov- 
erty, disease, and crime. 

What is true of New York, he says, is true 
of the country as a whole, and unless the 
blond American finds or adopts some better 
means of survival than he has at present he 
will be wiped out as a type in favor of the 
brunette. 

The great trouble is the sunshine. There 
ia too much of it in America for the blonde, 
says Dr. Woodruff. It breaks down their 
nervous systems, renders them unstable mor- 
ally as well as physically, and makes them 
peculiarly Hable to the ravages of consump- 
tion and other deadly ailments. 


Gives Figures on Hair Color. 

In Clinton prisen, says Dr. Woodruff, 
where the worst classes of criminals are con- 
fined and where he expected to find the place 
full of modern “* blackbeards,’’ he was aston- 
ished at the large number of blondes, some 
of them of a light type. 

Of 253 convicts whose hair color was avail- 
able for comparison, there were nineteen 
with light hair, sixty-one with light brown, 
sixty-one with dark, and 112 with black. 

Of nearly 5,000 men whose average age 
was under 21, admitted to Elmira reforma- 
tory, Dr. W ruff found types and classi- 
fied themselves as follows as to their hair: 
Blonde, 318; red, 90; sandy, 103; light brown, 
1,208; dark brown, 1,449; black, 1,406. 

Of the 602 aged paupers on Blackwell's 
island, says Dr. Woodruff, only one-fourth 
are native born. Drink had broken most of 
them ‘down, and from this Dr. Woodruff 
argues that the underlying nervous cause of 
alcoholism is far more prevalent in blondes 
than in brunettes in New York City. 


Alcoholic Thirst Explained. 

The thirst for alcohol, Dr. Woodruff says, 
is merely the expression of a nervous weak- 
ness acquired under America’s sunny skies 
and resulting from excessive stimulation of 
light as one of a thousand causes. 

Of ninety paupers in Boston institutions 
Dr. Woodruff says he found the same gen- 
eral trend in a/city markedly more biond 
than New York. 

Thus, he says, unfavorable climatic fac- 
tors are causing unfitness for survival in 
the race types in America too far misplaced 
from their ancestral climatic conditions. 
This process of elimination among human 
beings, he says, differs in no respect from 
that which goes on among irrigated plants 
and lower animals. 

The native born, he saye, furnish the great 
majority of the blue eyed professional crimi- 
nals in New York. In CHnton prison 88 per 
cent of the tuberculosis criminals are na- 


tive born. 


BOY AND SISTER MISSING; 
POLICE SEARCH FOR THEM. 


They Leave Home for Trip Downtown 
and Fail to Return—Mother Becomes 
Alarmed. 


The police of the Cragin police station 
were asked yesterday to search for John 
Nehrkorn, 16 years old, and his sister, Min- 
nie, 13 years old, who left their home at 
Fisk street and Grand avenue on Saturday 
to go to a downtown department store. 

When they did not return Saturday night 
their mother supposed they had staid with 
friends. When they failed to appear in the 
morning she became alarmed and notified the 
police. 

John is described as about 5 feet 3 inches 
in height and slimly built. He is light com- 
plexioned. He was dressed in a gray suit. 
His sister is of medium height, with light 
hair. She wore a large white hat trimmed 
with daisies and a brown skirt and a white 
waist. 


ADDER’S STING OUTCLASSED 
BY THIS BARREL OF BEER. 
Host at Pennsylvania Beerfest Now 


Fleeing Before Wrath of His Erst- 
while Guests. 


Aspinwall, Pa., Aug. 8.—(Special.)]—The 
friends of Stephen Swartz today discovered 
that the contents of a beer barre] sometimes 
stingeth like five hundred adders. 

Swartz often has been the butt of practical 
jokes. Today he telephoned for his friends to 
join him in disposing of a barrel of beer 
near town. 

On their arrival the friends found Swartz 
sitting by a cool looking keg with a large 
ice cake ontop. Steve asked another to pour 
and excused himself for a moment. 

Unable to resist temptation until Steve’s 
return, a guest pulled the stopper from the 
keg and loosed two pecks of mad bees into 
the air. Five hundred stings were infiicted 
on Swarta2’s friends inside the next two 
minutes.

Both Sides Expect Negotia- 
tions to Pave Way for Set- 
tlement of Street Rail- 
way Wage Dispute. 


FORECAST PEACE TERMS. 


Faster Cars and Slightly Higher 
Pay, with Men and Compa- 
nies Co-operating, Are 
Discussed. 


MILESTONES OF PEACE 
IN STREET CAR CRISIS. 


CONFERENCE between City Railway employes 
and Thomas E. Mitten, president of the com- 
pany, today expected to result in specific offer 
embodying rewards for older men and incen- 
tives for co-operation of younger men in wage 
scale designed to insure against strike trouble 
for a long period into the future. 

SIMILAR proposal looked for from conferences 
planned between employes of north and west 
side lines and John M. Roach of Railways 
company, 

WALTER L. FISHER; special representative of 
the city in wage dispute, found mutually 
agreeable to employes and traction officials. 

M. C. BUCKLEY, president of union of City 
Railway employes, pointed straw of peace by 
indicating that his union will waive demands 
for a closed shop if agreement with company 
otherwise satisfactory to men is consented te 
by Mr. Mitten. 

EFFORTS continued by officials of unions of 
employes of the two big traction companies to 
keep employes of South Chicago and Calumet 
line frém accepting offers of an increase of 
wages made by Mr. Mitten on Saturday 
until an agreement practically amounting toa 
joint contract on the part of the unions and 
the three companies shall have been con- 

} summated, 

PRESIDENTS of unions of employes of all three 
companies will hold a joint meeting at 70 La 
Salle street this morning te discuss union 
plans. : 

HOPE expressed by union heads that today's 
eonferences with traction officials will see the 
trouble ** all over but the shouting.” 


The crisis may be pussed today in the dis- 
pute between Chicago's traction companies 
and their 9.000 eroployés who have voted for 
a strike. 

Two important conferences which are ex- 
pected to result either in agreements virtu- 
ally meaning peuce or in conciliatory mes- 
sages requiring only a few days for the 
unions to digest are scheduled 

One of these conferences is to take place 
this afternoon In the office of Thomas E. Mit- 
ten, president of the City railway, between 
the traction head and the wage scale com- 
mittee of the union street car men of the 
south side. It is expected that Mr. Mitten 
will furnish proposals in detail to the men 
which may afford a basis for a lasting peace 
agreement to extend over a long term of 
years, insuring freedom from sirike condi- 
tions for e period extending well into the 
future. 

Union leaders believe that in general it will 
provide .for substantial recognition for men 
who have been for a long time with the com- 
pany and will dangle rewards for continued 
service before the younger men of the com- 
pany. Traction officials are working with the 
view of consummating an agreement that in 
return for an increase in the emoluments of 
the older men in the service and a wage sys- 
tem carrying general encouragement wil! 
insure the codperation of the men in the cut- 
ting down of operating expenses while bet- 
tering the service to the public. 


Conference with Roach. 


The other conference referred to is ex- 
pected to take place this forenoon between 
John M. Roach of the Railways company and 
the employés of the north and west side lines 
in the former’s office. Mr. Roach visited his 
office yesterday with another representative 
of the Railways company while the computa- 
tions of his auditors respecting the possibili- 
ties of cutting down the length of layovers 
at the ends of lines and the increasing of the 
speed of the cars with codperation with the 
men continued. 

The Railways company expects to make 
proposals to its men in line with the moves 
of the City Railway company. From the be- 
ginning of the trouble it has been an axiom 
in “strike @iscussions that “ Mr. Roach 
will do whatever the City company will do.” 

Walter L. Fisher, special traction counsel! 
for the city, will attend both meetings. He 
has been appointed by the mayor to attend 
all conferences between street car employés 
and traction officials, with full power to act 
as the official representative of the city, 
which is a silent partner of the railway com- 
panies, receiving a percentage of their earn- 
ings. At his house in Winnetka Mr. Fisher 
characterized the general situation from his 
point of view as presenting an aspect for 
peace “ distinctly favorable.” 


Fisher Pleases Both Sides. 


It appeared from expresions received in con- 
fidence and otherwise during the day from 
’ traction offcials and uniop labor men that 
Mr. Fisher has “made a hit” with both sides 
in the controversy. 

The majority of the employes of the com- 
panies consider that he is disposed to stand 
for higher wages for the street car men. 
while on the other hand, the traction officials 
may find tn Mr. Fisher an individual who can 
lighten their responsibilities in the ultimate 
settlement with their employés. The repre- 
sentatives of the South Chicago and Calumet 
men who on Saturday received an offer of 
a raise in pay to the scale of the City railway 
men appeared highly satisfied with Mr. 
Fisher as the representative of the city’s in- 
terests. 

As in the case of scheduled conferences 
between officials and employes of the larger 
compenies, Mr. Fisher will attend the meet- 
ing when the South Chicago and Calumet 
men bring the answer of their union to Mr: 
Mitten. If a meeting of the union In South 
Chicago is held tonight as scheduled, the 
answer of the South Chicago and Calumet 
men to the offer of Mr. Mittén should be in 
the traction man’s hands by tomorrow 
afternoon.

All had become 
franctic with fear.

A little boy crying for his parents ran upon 
a bridge just as the flood struck it and was 
carried away, but a telegraph lineman man- 
aged to fish him ‘out with a long wire. 

One of the most pathetic incidents of the 
flood, and an act in which Sam Berg added 
another life to the long list of those he saved, 
was the rescue of an old blind woman who 
was rapidly giving way before the current 
and would have gone down soon but for the 
quick work of Berg. z , 

Thousands of chickens and hundreds of 
horses and cows and many dogs and cats 
were drowned.

POLICE GIVE WARNING. 


Father Michael C. Pyplatz, How- 
ever, Refuses to Ask Ar- 
rest of Disturbers. 


Dissatisfied parishioners of St. Joseph's 


Polish Catholic church, Forty-eighth street | 
‘and Hermitage avenue, yesterday broke up | 


the 11 o’clock high mass by a mediéy of 
songs, but the presence of police prevented 
@ repetition of the riot which occurred there 
five weeks ago. 


The three previous masses had been cele- | 


brated without the slightest interference, 
but the Rev. Father Michael C. Pyplatz, pas- 
tor of the congregation, scented trouble when 
he saw mingled with the throng that attend- 
ed the principal service members of the fac- 
tion againet eighty adherents of which he had 
procured an injunction in the Superior court, 
and he instructed an assistant to telephone to 
the New City police station for aid.

Some sang hymns, some patriotic 
airs, and others ragtime. The priest appar- 
ently was undismayed and continued chant- 
ing. but uglier sounds and downright threats 
were being uttered when Capt. Plunkett, 
Lieut. Crotty, Sergeants Finley and Phelan, 
and a squad of officers appeared upon the 
scene and mingled with the people in the 
church, 


Pastor Remains Silent. 

The Rev. Father Pyplatz suspended the 
service and remained silent as Lieut. Crotty 
walked toward the pulpit and attempted to 
explain to the congregation that they were 
rendering themselves liable to arrest, but he 
also Was silenced by the singing and shouts 
from many throats, and the policeman had to 
be satisfied with cautioning each individual 
against misbehavior.

Atlanta, Ga., Aug. &—I[Spectal.]—In de- 
nouncing the Aldrich-Paynae tariff bill and in 
answer to the Memorial day speech of Secre- 
tary of War Dickinson, Tom Watson, former 
candidate for president on the Populist ticket, 
Suggests the reconstruction of the union into 
four grand divisions, declaring the hemi- 
sphere wilil be all the happier for it. 

His reply was called forth by the state- 
ment of Mr. Dickinson at Gettysburg that 
““there are in the south few, if any, who 
would not turn swiftly with sentiments of 
abhorrence, from any suggestion that it 
would be better for the south if it had suc- 
ceeded in establishing an independent gov- 
ernment.’’ 

After denouncing this assertion and charg- 
ing that Mr. Dickinson did not believe what 
he said, and the northern people knew he did 
not speak the truth, Mr. Watson said: 

“I am sincere in saying it would have 
been better for the south had the confeder- 
acy succeeded. We would have had no 
constant irritant such as we now have in 
the social equality of blacks, in office hold- 
ing negroes, and the white people of the 
north, who are eternally putting the devil 
into the heads of Afro-Americans. 

“The western states would be better off 
in a separate state of their own, It will 
come some day. 

‘“*The southern states would be far better 
off in a state of their own. It will come 
some day. With just such laws as Aldrich, 
and Lodge, and Gallinger, and Hale—all of 
New England—are forcing through congress, 
the union will be split into four grand divis- 
ions, and this hemisphere will be all the hap- 
pier for it.’

Goes to Church, Dozes on 
Porch, Motors, Reads His- 
tory, and Forgets Heat. 


WILL END CENSUS ROW. 


Bitterness of Virginia Primary 
Prompts Hope: for Good Re- 
publican Showing. 


Beverly, Mass., Aug. 8.—Beverly was hot 
today, but President Taft spent a lazy Sun- 
day and did not seem to mind the more than 
90 in the shade. He began the first Sabbath 
of his vacation by going to the Unitarian 
church. 

Through the early hours of the afternoon 
the president sat in the broad veranda of his 
cottage and read “‘ The Greatness and De- 
cline of Rome,” by the historian Ferrero, 
who spent a week at the White house with 
Mr. Roosevelt. Near sunset the president 
took a long motor ride with Mrs. Taft. After 
dinnér he again sought the veranda. 

Mr. Taft had several! matters of official bust- 
ness before him during the coming week. He 
is going to dispose of the matter of census 
supervisors throughout the United States. 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor Nage! and 
Director of the Census Durand are coming 
to Beverly with a list of names and by the 
time they leave the president hopes to an- 
nounce his position, 


Sees Break in “‘Solid South.”’ 

The president has fixed upon the policy he 
will follow with reference to census appoint- 
ments in the softh. In the states solidly 
Democratic the president will divide the ap- 
pointments equally among the Democrats 
and Republicans. From the so-called * solid 
south” he has picked out North Carolina, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, and Missouri as de- 
batable states and will treat them on the 
same footing as northern states, giving all-of 
the census jobs to Republicans. The states 
in which the division will be made are Vir- 
ginia, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Arkansas, Loulsiana, and 
Texas. 

As to Virginia, the president is represented 
as believing the bitterness of the recent pri- 
mary fight for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination will give the Republicans an op- 
portunity to make an excellent showing at 
the polls next November. Anything he le- 
git!mately can do to help the party in the 


state. it is said, he willdo. Several adminis-. 


tration officers and poesibly a cabinet officer 
or two. will make speeches during the Vir- 
ginia campaign. 

The president is giving serious considera- 
tion to the strained situation between Japan 
and China over the Mukden-Antung railroad, 
In the event of a violation being lodged 
against either party to the treaty it is be- 
lieved the matter will become a question for 
consideration by all the powers. The United 
States will have a hand in whatever is done. 


' Will Name No Customs Judges. 

Mr. Taft has decided that he will not make 
any appointments to the bench of the cus- 
toms court. While it authorized the court, 
congress failed to make an appropriation for 
the judges or any other officials. If the 
president should appoint judges under pres- 
ent conditions he would have to fix their 
salaries. This he does not wish to do. 

The president is looking forward to a 
period of great prosperity in the Philippines 
as a result of the enactment of the Phillp- 
pine tariff law. He believes that many smal! 
industries will be built up in the islands un- 
der the market afforded Filipino products i" 
this country. 

The Filipinos are wonderfully clever with 
their fingers and in making fine straw hats, 
fine cloths, etc., they are unexcelled. They 
president believes that the free entry of 
cigars and sugar will help the islands greatly 
although he does not anticipate that the 
quota of sugar and tobacco to be admitted 
free of duty will be reached inside of ten 
years. 

There is a healthy tobacco trust in the 
Philippines. formed by Spaniards and oper- 
ated with French capital. The opening of 
the American market to Philtppine cigars. 
the president believes, will make tobacco 
more valuable in the islands and will enable 
the peasant planters to get a fair price for 
their products. 

At his summer home on Woodberry Point 
Mr. Taft is in the center of an ideal pleasure 
ground for a vacation. Secluded in a beauti- 
ful residence park made up of three or four 
estates, the president will enjoy with Mrs. 
Taft the cool breezes from the Day and 
ocean. . 

Looking toward the sea the island dotted 
waters of Salem bay are in the foreground 
and beyond are the broader reaches of Mas- 
sachusetts bay. Behind are the woods and 
the pleasant fields of Essex county. 

Perhaps the golf links in the neighborhood 
will prove the strongest magnet during Mr. 
Taft's sojourn on the north shore. Within 
easy motoring distance are the links of the 
Myopia Hunt club, the Essex Country club, 
the Montserrat Golf club. the Tedesco Coun- 
try club, the Abenaki club of Rye, N. H. 
and half a dozen golf clubs in the vicinity of 
Boston. 


Children of Two Presidents Meet. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—For the 
first time in history the chilcren cf two presi- 
dents of the United States have been brought 
together under one roof as guests of the 
same family and have entered into sports 
and games as friendly rivals. The children 
are Charley Taft, younger son of the presig 
dent, and the Misses Esther and Marion 
Cleveland, daughters of the late Grover 
Cleveland. . 

During, the last week they have been the 
youngest and jolliest members of the house 
party at Lookout Hill. the Gloucester resi- 
dence of John Hays Hammond. Among 
other guests were Mr. and Mrs. Edward L. 
Ryerson of Chicago. The Taft and Cleve- 
land children came together to witness the 
pageant last Wednesday at Gloucester. 
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TARIFF STAYS UP 
ON FOOD PRODUCTS 


(Continued from first page.) 
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in the United States in 1908 was 50,073,000, 
sheep 54,631,000, and swine 56,084,000. This 
production has created the enormous slaugh- 
tering and meat packing industry of the 
country, in which, according to the census 
reports of 10905, a capital of something like 
$237,700,000 is invested. The cost of materials 
used is fixed at $805,857,000, and the value of 
the products at $913,914,000. ‘ 

The United States exports in the nelghbor- 
hood. of 350,000 cattle, 300,000 hogs, and 
150,000 sheep annually. It has, however, a 
tremendous trade in meat products, export- 
ing abroad more than $200,000,000 worth an- 
nually. In dairy products, too, the United 
States has a large export’trade in butter, 
cheese, and condensed -nilk. 


No Competition in Cattle. 

There is no reason to believe that the re- 
duction made on meat products will cause 
any increase in the shipments to the United 
States. Three countries which are the likely 
competitors of the American stock raiser are 
Canada. Mexico, and Argentina. In view 
of the existing conditions and the great con- 
trol exercised hy the beef packers of Chicago. 
which extends in part to the foreign coun- 
tries mentioned, it is not seen how competi- 
tion of any importance can occur. 

There is one anima! product for which the 
president fought zealously, and that Is the 
hides of cattle, which have been trars- 
ferred from the dutiable to the free list. 
Senator Warren of Wyoming made a de- 
termined fight against this action, holdinz 
that nobody would be benefited and only the 
farmer would suffer. It was acserted, how- 
ever. by the manufacturers of leather goods, 
including boots and shoes, that the prices of 
leather products would be favorably affected 
from the consumers’ point of view. 

In order to equalize things, Senator War- 
ren insisted that the duties on boots and 
shoes and the other leather products should 
be lowered, and, backed up by the president, 
congress was compelled to do as he desired. 

It is expected that as a result of the transfer 
of hides to the free list there will be a heavy 
increase in the importations of these articles, 
especially from Argentina. So far as boots 
and shoes are concerned there is no likeNhood 
of any increase of the importations at pres- 
ent. Americans do not wear the kinds of 
boots and shoes manufactured in Europe 
the New England factories fear, howeve;. 
that with the erection of American ma- 
chines abroad and with cheap labor to oper- 
ate them, heavy importations wil! begin in a 
few years. 


U.S. WAGES WAR AGAINST RATS 
TO BAR OUT BUBONIC PLAGUE. 
Marine Hospital Service Guards All 


Ships Loading in Oriental Ports Lest 
Diseased Rodents Get Aboard. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8—A plague in- 
fected rat of the kind that infested the 
wharves of Chinese ports may make his nest 
in cargoes consigned to the United States, 
and if he escapes detection may cause an 
outbreak of bubonic plague or some other 
disease in an American port. 

It is to guard against just such a contin- 
gency that the United States public health 
and marine hospital! service has its surgeons 
stationed at all of the leading shipping points 
throughgut the world to enforce rules which 
will safeguard vessels bound for American 
ports against infection. Acting Assistant 
Surgeon Ransom of the service reports from 
Shanghai, China, that vessels bound for 
American ports are not allowed to go along- 
side wharvés when loading and are required 
to have rat guards on all their lines in order 
to obtain bills of health. 

“A close supervision, while in this port, is 
kept over vessels bound for the United 
States,’’ writes Mr. Ransom. “ It not infre- 
quently happens that no rat guards are found 
on the lines to lighters alongside the vessels, 
and in such cases the attention of the agents 
is drawn to the fact and a note of the omis- 
sion is made on the bills of health.’’ 


ISLAND TOBACCO MUST BE PURE 


Purchasers Will Be Given Government 
Guarantees as to Quality and 
Cleanliness of Product. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—Purchasers of 
Philippine tobacco hereafter will have a gov- 
ernment gaurantee as to its quality and 
cleanliness, as a result of an arrangement 
made by the bureau of insular affairs with 
the Philippine government, designed to in- 
sure the strict enforcement of the new tariff 
bill providing for the admission into the 
United States free of duty of a limited quan- 
tity of cigars and tobacco produced in the 
islands. 

All tobacco factories in the archipelago are 
to be placed under the strict observation of 
the island’s internal revenue bureau and 
health department, so as to make certain 
that the tobacco used is of native growth, or, 
if any of foreign production is manufactured, 
that the quantity may be definitely ascer- 
tained. The intervention of the health offi- 
clals is to assure the public that the manu- 
factured tobacco will be made in sanitary 
factories by healthy operatives. 

Every package of Philippine tobacco or 
cigars imported into the United States which 
has undergone the inspection provided for 
accordingly will be labeled.

HIS PARDON CAME TOO LATE; 
AGED MAN DIES GOING HOME. 


Former Mayor §S. F. Smith of Davenport 
Succumbs While Hastening from 
Prison to Join Family. . 


Des Motnes, Ia., Aug. 8—Samuel Francis 
Smith, 72 years old, paroled embezzier, for- 
mer mayor of Davenport, and son of the 
man who wrote ‘‘ America,’’ died in a hos- 
pital at Toronto, Canada, today, where he 
was takem from a train bearing him to New- 
ton Center, Mass., where his wife and daugh- 
ter were awaiting his coming after five 
years’ separation. Smith was released last 
Thursday from the state reformatory at 
Anamosa on orders from Gov. Carroll. His 
sentence was suspended because of his old 
age. Convicted of embezzling trust funds 
in Davenport in 1904. he had gerved five of 
the eleven years of his time in prison. 

Six years ago Samuel Francis Smith was 
one of the most highly respected citizens of 
Iowa. A former mayor of Davenport, a 
brilliant lawyer, a banker, a pillar in church 
work. he had many friends and no known 
enemies. 

Suddenly. whispers began to spread, fol- 
lowed by charges. Smith was placed under 
arrest. Examination of his books showed he 
was a defaulter to the extent of $100,000 
of trust funds intrusted to him.

FLESH BENEATH HER NAILS. 


Detroit Police Seek Italian Who In- 
sulted Another, 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 8.—The badly mutilat- 
ed body of an unidentified woman about 3% 
years old, was found in a clump of under- 
brugh in Hamtrack, this county, today. The 
condition of the body indicated that the 
woman was killed in a struggle. 

The body was found by Justice of the 
Peace Munck of Highland Park. It was 
lying on its back with the skirt carefully 
drawn up over the face. The skull was 
crushed and the face and body were covered 
with bruises. 

A handkerchief, supposedly belonging to 
the victim, was found several feet away, as 
was also her purse, which had been torn open 
and robbed of everything which might have 
served to identify the body. 


Woman Died Fighting Hard. 

The ground for yards about was torn up 
and bits of flesh were in the finger nails of 
the woman, indicating that she made a val- 
fant fight for Mfe after being overpowered. 

The land on which the body was found is 
owned by an ItaMan named Serrira Marke, 
who of late has entertained, it is sald, many 
of his countrymen, itinerant peddlers or la- 
borers. While no suspicion attaches to 
Marke, the officers are investigating reports 
that women of the neighborhood have been 
annoyed by some of Marke’s guests during 
the last week or two.

Mrs. A. J. Button, wife of a resident of the 
vicinity, says she was accosted near where 
the body was found a week ago by a man who 
from appearance she thought was an Italian. 
She says he stopped her and proposed that 
she accompany him into the underbrush 
where the body was found and that she 
became frightened and ran to her house, a 
short distance away, and locked herself In 
the house. 

When her husband came home that night 
she told him of the occurrence and he tried 
to track the man, but failed. Mrs. Button 
today gave a good description of the man to 
the officers and they are trying to locate 
him.

DIE WITHIN A SHORT. TIME. 


Calvin Wells Latest Wealthy Member 
of Third Presbyterian, Pittsburg, to 
Close Life Work. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Gossip 
in the Third Presbyterian church, from which 
Calvin Wells, a millionaire, was buri«d last 
week, today brought to light a remarkable 
sequence of deaths of rich men in this church 
since the occupation of the present elaborate 
building.

A few days later Joyce's firm re- 
ceived orders from customers to purchase 
Davis-Daly and Ohio Copper stock, as the 
story runs, and orders promptly were exe- 
cuted through curb brokers. 

The next day when the certificates of stock 
were delivered to Joyce's firm ‘t is said 
Joyce recognized several of them as being 
part of the securities deposited with the 
Windsor Trust company. Joyce called at the 
office of the trust company and asked about 
it. He was informed that the company did 
not have the securities. 

It is said that the Windsor Trust company 
are not in any sense under suspicion of 
having committea a breach in having allowed 
the securities to pass from its possession. 
The stock was turned over by the trust com- 
pany to the individual who made the loan 
to Joyce, and this, it is said, is an entirely 
regular proceeding.

Narragansett Pier, Aug. 8.—[Special.]—

CACTUS JIM OF DEATH VALLEY 
SEES GOTHAM, PREFERS PLAIN. 


Partner of Founder of Bull Frog, Ariz., 
Says He’d Rather Be Where He Can 
Hear Himself Think. 


New York, Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Cactus Jim, 
otherwise James A. McGinty, a man whose 
habitat for forty-five years has been Death 
Valley in southern California, has spent 
three weeks in New York looking over these 
diggings. Keen eyed and with a visage 
browned by the sun of the desert, he stood 
today in Times square watching the throngs, 
as unnoticed and as unpicturesque as any 
of them. For Cactus Jim knows how to 
adapt himself to his surroundings. 

When he was a baby McGinty’s parents 
migrated from Pennsylvania to Missouri. In 
the early "50s they contracted the gold fever 
and went across the plains in a prairie 
s¢hooner to California. There, between the 
Panamints on the west and Funeral range 
on the east, McGinty has lived ever since. 

He is said to have dug from the earth and 
lost a dozen fortunes. His partner though 
many years in the prospecting line was 
Shorty Harris, founder of Bull Frog, Ariz. 
Harris was killed by a Mexican two months 
ago. When Cactus Jim was asked today 
what they did to the Mexican, he said the 
*“grearer didn’t gét far.” 

“I haven't been east of Arizona before 
since I was a kid,’’ said McGinty today. 
“I've seen New York now and I’m giad 
I’ve come, but I don’t think I'll ever have'a 
yearning to come again. There's 80 much in 
this town that it depresses a fellow. After 
you've looked it over you feel like a fellow 
who has eaten too much. I want to go 
where I can see the sky and throw up my 
hat and hear myself think. There’s more 
loneliness here than out where the sands lay 
white and burning and the only life you see 
is the winged things circling against the 
blue.”’

Empire State Justices Grap- 
ple with Question of Im- 
portance to Business. 


GOOD PROGRESS IS MADE. 


Recommend Changes and Request 
Expressions of Opinion 
Regarding Them. 


New York, Aug. 8.—How can “ the law's 
delays,’’ notoriously vexatious and costly in 
the adjudication of commercial! cases, be re- 
duced to a minimum of annoyance and ex- 
pense to the nation’s vast interests? 

This question, of growing importance to the 
commercial world, is being dealt with by a 
body of men fitted to deal with it from the 
vantage points of both familiarity and dis- 
interestefiness. The justices of the Supreme 
court of the first department of New York 
state are grappling with it and have made 
what many eminent legal minds consider 
excellent progress. 

Though their efforts are primarily directed 
at securing reforms in laws and practices 
that shall achieve or approximate the end in 
view so far as New York state is concerned, 
their campaign has in its ultimate analysis 
a far broader scope. Ite exemplary effect in 
the event of its success may embrace the 
sisterhood of states and influence their action 
to the benefit of the intimately corelated in- 
terests of the American business community. 


Tell Results So Far. 

Today the justices made public the results 
of their consideration of the question, so 
far as advanced. They start with the prom- 
ise that the public’s chief concern is in “*‘ the 
reduction of litigation to actual differences 
and the abatement of the law’s delays in the 
composure of commercial cases.”’ 

They believe the people want to see done 
away with ‘‘as much as may be of litigious 
suspensions and employments of labor and 
capital, with the consequent hindrances of 
business and prosperity.’’ Their tentative 
suggestion to this end are embodied in reso- 
lutions asking action by the justices of the 
Appellate division and of the law making 
powers of the state, upon which suggestions 
they invite expressions of opinion. 

These suggestions are for marked simpll- 
fication of privileges in pleadings for reform 
in court assignments, througn which justices 
making orders in such cases shall be the ones 
to hear argument upon these orders, and for 
the passage of laws reducing the period 
within which such actions may be begun, and 
requiring clear statements of facts pleaded 
as constituting causes of action. One of the 
most important recommendations is that for 
the practical abolition of the demurrer in 
civil actions. 


Ask Expressions of Opinion. 

The justices practically recommend certain 
definite changes hereafter enumerated. Ex- 
preseed in their own language, they “re- 
quest expressions of opinion’ respecting: 

1. Setting apart terms and assigning jus- 
tices so that all actions in commercial causes, 
—to wit: On sales of personal property, includ- 
ing agreements incident to such sales, for 
work, labor, and services and materia! fur- 
nished, upon policies of insurance and upon 
negotiable paper and other instruments 
transferable by indorsement or order, shall 
be promptly triable throughout the year. 

2. Granting no delay or postponement or 
opening of default in trials or pgoceedings 
upon consents of attorneys, but only upon 
due cause shown, saving to parties them- 
selves, however, the right to effect suspen- 
sion of a cause by a writing over their own 
hands or the hands of their attorneys in 
fact. 

3. Requiring that a descriptive, verified list 
of all writings to be used in support of affirm- 
ative allegations in pleadings be filed with 
the clerk within five days after final joinder 
of issue. 

4. Making motions brought upon orders to 
show cause returnable, so far as may be, be- 
fore the judge or justice granting the order 


Precise Statements in Pleadings. 

5. Requiring clear, precise, and unequivo- 
cal statements in pleadings of all facts al- 
leged affirmatively. 

6. Substantially reducing the times lim- 
ited for bringing actions in commercial] 
causes and for taking appeals therein. 

7. Materially shortening the periods for 
serving pleadings and other papers in al] 
causes. 

8. Directing that the objections now taken 
by demurrer shal] be taken by answer and 
be argued, or deemed waived, at the open- 
ing of the trial and be decided by the judge 
or justice before taking up any other cause.

Francaise for Adele Hugo, the daughter of 
the poet, whose sad and tragic history has 
aroused the sympathy of the world. Asp a 
girl she was kidnaped at Guernsey by an 
English officer. Her parents searched Eu- 
rope for her without obtaining a trace of her 
whereabouts when. several months later, a 
girl was found wandering alone, apparently 
demented, in the streets of New York. 

“IT am the daughter of Victor Hugo,” was 
all she ever said. She was sent back to her 
parents. but with wide staring eyes she kept 
her lips sealed and the mystery of her mar- 
tyrdom, perhaps a stranger and more ab- 
sorbing Crama than her father ever wrote, 
never was revealed. She never entirely re- 
covered her reason and since the death of 
her father has lived in his villa. morose, soli- 
tary, and alone, seldom speaking and never 
of the novelist.

Crete have been ccnfined exclusively to ver- 
representations. No written note has 
been presented and nothing in the form of an 
ultimatum, the representations having been 
couched in the friendliest language consistent 
with firmness. 

Greece already had informed.the porte that 
the Greek officers in Crete had been struck 
off the Greek army list since 1906 and that 
the whole question was in the hands of the 
four protecting powers. 

From the Turkish standpoint such a reply 
was unsatisfactory, but much is hoped for 
from the energy the protecting powers are 
displaying to prevent the crisis becoming 
dangerous. 

The ambassadors of the four protecting 
powers—Great Britain, Russia, France, and 
Italy—held a conference today at Therapia, 
the summer colony of the ambassadors, and 
will reassemble tomorrow morning to agree 
upon a common action which will be taken 
without delay. 

The agitation against Greece is growing 
in the Turkish provinces. In some towns it 
has taken the form of a boycott of Greek 
goods. The war minister has received news 
of the formation of a volunfeer force of 5,000 
men .at Monastir, which is ready to march 
against Greece. 


Powers Are Advising Greece. 

ATHENS, Greece, Aug. 8 —It is stated that 
the Greek reply to Turkey will be delivered 
Tuesday.,. The representatives of the powers 
are holding frequent conferences with the 
premier and foreign minister, An Austrian 
squadron and an Italian warship have ar- 
rived at Volo. It is supposed they are onthe 
way to Saloniki. 


English Faith in Powers. 

LONDON, Aug. 8—The acute stage 
reached in the dispute between Turkey and 
Greece over Crete is causing anxiety in the 
European capitals, but Europe will see that 
no mischievous effects result therefrom. 
There is no idea that hostilities will result. 

The four protecting powers are making 
energetic representations both to Constanti- 
nople and Athens to secure an amicable ar- 
rahgement of the dispute. The four powers 
insist that under no circumstances sha]! the 
Greek flag be hoisted over any public build- 
ing in Crete. 

The Times’ Constantinople correspondent 
says the question arises whether the porte is 
now courting a diplomatic check by commu- 
,nicating with Greece on a matter for which 
four powers have assumed full responsibility, 
and also whether the confusion of the Mace- 
donian and Cretan issues by calling atten- 
tion to the reserve Greek officers in Mace- 
donia in a note to Greece is not calculated to 
arouse a suspicion that the porte, acting 
doubtless under pressure, is desirous of forc- 
ing a war upon Greece. 


Germans’ Plan Is Pleasing. 

PARIS, Aug. 8.—Great satisfaction is felt 
here that Germany is supporting the repre- 
sentations of the’ protective powers upon 
Turkey for the necessity of a peaceful solu- 
tion of the Turco-Greek dispute over Crete. 
The status quo existing at the time of the 
evacuation of Crete by the international 
troops alone was promised to Turkey, and 
it is considered that energetic action is 
necessary at Constantinople in order to pre- 
vent Turkey from advancing fresh preten- 
sions. 


BOLIVIA NEAR A NEW CRISIS. 


Inauguration of President-Elect May 
Not Be Celebrated According 
to Schedule. 


LA PAZ. Bolivia, Aug. 8.—It is stated that 
although the inauguration of Dr. Don Eili- 
doro Villazon as president of the republic has 
been set for next Thursday there are many 
persons here who doubt that this program 
will be consummated, owing to Villazon’s al- 
leged friendliness toward Argentina. 

The element opposed to Villazon is said to 
favor the declination of Sefior Montes, the re- 
tiring president, toaccept Argentina’s award 
in the boundary dispute between Bolivia 
and Peru and his action in placing the ques- 
tion before congress, where its acceptance 
is considered most improbable.

A NEW SCHOOL NEEDED. 

The Wright brothers are quoted as 
@eaying. that they will build an aeroplane 
for $7,500 for anybody who wants one. 
Now that they have demonsfrated so 
thoroughly the fine qualities of their ma- 
chine—its great speed .and its birdlike 
ability to rise and sink while sweeping 
over hits and valleys, there must be a 
number of adventurous spirits who would 
like to own one. The automobilists, 
whose recreation is interfered with by 
had roads and by other vehicles, wou!d 
like to try the smooth and vacant path- 
ways of the air, to fly as the bird flies, 
and float over ponds or lakes instead of 
having to travel around them. 

There is a practical difficulty as yet. 
One cannot buy with @ machine the 
skill to operate it, and there are no 
aeroplane chauffeurs, nor is there any 
one to teach them. Orville Wright is 
going abroad to interest foreign govern- 
ments in the: American invention. His 
brother will teacn some army officers 
how to handle the aeroplane the gov- 
ernmént has bought of him.

WORTH ANOTHER TRIAL. 

Gov. Deneen will be importuned in be- 
half of many interests as the time comes 
for the reassembling of the legislature 
and for him to define its activities by his 
call. The program for a special session 
cannot be too comprehensive without los- 
ing one of its advantages, which is that 
of specialization. Questions are lost in 
the jam of a regular session. They are 
emphasized by the limited number of 
subjects considered in extraordinary ses 
sion. 

Nevertheless there are several matters 
in addition to those chiefly responsible for 
the reassembling of the legislature which 
may be included in the call, and of these 
the question of authorizing the cities of 
the state outside of Chicago to establish 
the commission form of government is one. 
A bill conferring such authority was 
passed by the senate in the recent session, 
but died in a house committee. Repre- 
sentatives of a number of cities, includ- 
ing Springfield, Joliet, Peoria, and others 
of similar importance, did their utmost to 
secure favorable consideration $f the 
measure. 

It might be suggested that they are enti- 
tled to another chance and as good a one 
as a special session would give them. 
There is a political antipathy to innovation 
which is not necessarily reasonable. It 
may take several sessions to persuade the 
legislative politicians that they . should 
allow a community to decide for itself 
whether it wishes to try a new method of 
municipal administration.

CHICAGO AND NEW YORK. 

The Mendelssohn Glee club of New 
York has shown its good taste and its 
appreciation of the fitness of musical 
things by electing Clarence Dickinson of 
this city, conductor of our Musical Art 
society, as its director. The glee club 
has held a high .position in New York 
during the last forty years and is now 
recognized as its principal choral society. 
Mr. Dickinson’s predecessors have been 
Joseph Mosenthal, Edward MacDowell, 
Arthur Mees, and Frank Damrosch, the 
last named having recently resigned be- 
cause of his arduous duties as director of 
the Institute of Musical Art in New York 
City. 

These four ex-directorse were excellent 
musicians of national! reputation, but the 
prestige of the club will not suffer from 
any lack of musical scholarship or execu- 
tive ability on Mr. Dickinson’s part.. The 
extraordinary results he has accomplished 
with our own Musical Art society are a 
sufficient guaranty of what he will aceom- 
plish in New York. He will prove him- 
self worthy to wear the mantle of any of 
his distinguished predecessors, 

The Chicago musical world will part 
with him reluctantly, but it is only an- 
other instance of this city’s generosity 
towards the eastern metropolis and of its 
desire to do everything in its power to 
advance it along all lines of progress. 
Chicago has already sent New York many 
of its most successful financiers, some of 
its brightest journalists, and a number of 
artists and illustrators, and if New York 
is in meed of musicians we can supply 
it with them. Chicago is a great and 
inexhaustible source of everything that 
tends towards sweetness and light, as 
well as of the factors which make for 
commercial and financial progress, It 
stands ready to accommodate New York 
whenever that metropolis is in need of 
help and asks for it sweetly. 


MARRIAGE AND SPIRITISM. 

Prof. James H. Hyslop of the Society 
for Psychical Research, in common with 
the/other members of that society, has 
devoted much time to the investigation of 
alleged spiritual phenomena, with the re- 
sult of finding that nearly all of them 
were too baseless to have warranted in- 
vestigation. It is only when'Prof. Hyslop 
has investigated something with which he 
is personally concerned that his reports 
possess any interest, and the most inter- 
esting of them all relates to his proposed 
second marriage. ‘ 

The matter is a personal one, but as 
Prof. Hyslop freely and even genially 
takes the public into his confidence, 
it does not involve any breach of good 
taste or invasion of private affairs to 
speak of it. The professor himself has 
told the whole story. It appears that 
when he consulted his departed friends 
about the matter he was quite surprised to 
learn that it was no secret to them. They 
not only knew all his plans, but the 
woman who was to be the second: Mrs. 
Hyslop. 

His father and his old friend, Prof. 
Hudson, both of whom reside in the 
realms of the blessed, were strongly in 
favor of a second marriage, but the fact 
Mrs. Hyslop, who also resides there, acted 
most uligraciously, although in that region 
no one is married or given in marriage. 
She wouldn't listen to the proposition and 
she didn’t care to know anything about 
any second Mrs. Hyslop. Indeed, the 
first Mrs. Hyslop sent downward from her 
airy empyrean that if the professor mar- 
ried a second time she would pack up and 
light out for some place where she would 
never be heard from again.

THE CRETAN QUESTION. 

When Great Britain, France, Italy, and 
Russia withdrew their troops from Crete 
last month they assured Turkey that its 
rights would be protected. They also 
notified Greece that it must not attempt 
to annex the island. Sir Edward Grey 
said the other day in the house of com- 
mons,’ “the powers hold the island in 
trust.” In view of these assurances the 
note sent by Turkey to Greece demand- 
ing immediate disapproval of the agita- 
tion among the Oretans for union with 
Greece and a formal declaration that it 
entertains no ambitions as to Crete seems 
to have been uncalled for, unless de- 
signed to provoke war. 

As far as Crete is concerned, Turkey 
can do nothing. The best it can hope four 
is to retain for e time its nominal sn- 
zerainty.. Ultimately it will lose that. 
There was a story the other day about 
Turkey sending an army to Crete. It 
was a wild story, for, aside fromthe 
effective resistance the Cretans wou!d 
make, the powers would not permit it. 

In the last war between Greece and 
Turkey the former was the aggressor 
and was badly beaten. It got no sympa- 
thy in Nurope. If Turkey were to bring 
about another war it would forfeit the 
sympathy of the powers, which wish it 
well. . 

One would imagine that the men in 
control at Constantinople would be averse 
to war. It would interfere with their 
plans for financial reorganization and 
other much needed reforms. It might 
win for them the support of those who 
distrust the progressive policies of the 
Young Turks, but that support would be 
dearly bought by a war. So, although 
the dispatches say that the situation ts 
looked on as grave, it may not become 
desperate. The great powers wish to see 
peace preserved, and will use their influ- 
ence to that end. 


A WISE RESOLVE. 

The secretary of the treasury has sen- 
sibly resolved not to sell any of,the 3 
per cent bonds authorized by the tariff 
act until there ehall be need of money 
for canal purposes. If money in excess 
of current revenues shall be required to 
meet the genera] demands on the treas- 
ury, he will obtain it by issuing certifi- 
cates of indebtedness which cannot run 
more than one year. 

The declared purpose of the secretary 
in refusing to sell any 3 per cent bonds 
at this time is to keep the outstanding 2 
per cent bonds from going below par. 
They are only a trifle above it. If 3 per 
cent bonds were issued it would be a 
little more profitable to use them as a 
basis of circulation than the 2s. That 
would drive the latter below par. That 
would force the banks, which have $640,- 
000,000 of them on deposit to secure na- 
tional bank notes, to reduce their circula- 
tion or to put up more bonds. An infinite 
amount of trouble would ensue. The 
banks would complain, and in some 
cases with truth, that they were not 
fairly treated—small banks, for instance, 
which had to pay as much as 108 to get 
bonds and secure circulation. 

Aside from this, there should be no such 
increase in the volume of bank note cir- 
culation as there would be if any consid- 
erable number of the bonds authorized 
by the tariff act were sold. Banks which 
bought and held them would use them as 
they have the 2 per cents for that pur- 
pose, 

Under a ruling of the treasury made 
two years ago notes can be taken out 
against g deposit of certificates of indebt- 
edness. Unless that ruling should be re- 
versed—and there is no reason why it 
should not be—the certificates to be is- 
sued this year may be thus employed. 
Perhaps, however, they would not be to 
a great extent, because they would run 
for so short a time. 

The country never will rid itself of a 
bond secured currency, if more and more 
bonds which may be used as a basis of 
circulation are put out. It is a misfor- 
tune that congress did not make the 3 
per cents nonusable.

ORTUNATELY for the reigning house 
of Saxe-Weimar, Prince Hermann, 
who has just been expelled from his 
membership of that sovereign family 
and deprived not only o< his position 

as heir presumptive, but also of all his 
rights and prerogatives as a prince of the 
blood, has a younger brother, Prince A]. 
bert, who is serving as a captain of the 
Second or Pasewalk Prussian Cuirassiers, 
and has thus far given no cause for com- 
plaint as to his conduct. 

Owing to the childlessness of the widowed 
grandduke, and to the improoability of. his 
marrying again, Prince Albert will, accord- 
ing to present appearances, be the next ruler 
of the grand duchy of Saxe-Weimar, and 
the chief of all the junior branches of the 
house of Saxony, which include the king 
of Saxony, the dukes of Saxe-Meiningen, 
of Saxe-Altenburg, and of Saxe-Coburg 
Gotha, as well as the kings of England, of 
Portugal, and of Bulgaria, who are all three 
of them dukes of Saxony. 

True Prince Albert’s father is still living, 
namely, Prince William of Saxe-Weimer. 
But his career has been almost as stormy 
as that of his eldest son, who has just been 
disinherited. If he has refrained from ren- 
dering himself guilty of those unsavory 
shortcomings which led to the dismissal of 
his elder son in disgrace from the army and 
to his being divested of all the honors due 
to him as a acion of the Saxe-Weimar dy- 
nasty, he at any rate in his younger days 
involved himself in scrapes sufficiently seri- 
ous to force him to leave Europe.

Prince William spent a number of years 
abroad and after some service in the for- 
eign legion of the Dutch army in Sumatre 
came to the United States and under the 
name of ‘* William Rohde’ he earned his 
living by means of callings the reverse of 
royal. He received remittances from home, 
but like most remittance men, he always 
managed to spend them long before they 
came to hand, was often in the most des- 
perate straits, knew by frequent experience 
what it was to go hungry, and picked up 
a living as a riding master, store clerk, sales- 
man, and even as a walter, the only prince 
of a reigning house of Europe who can boast 
of any such extraordinary vicissitudes. Over- 
taken by iliness, his relatives took compas- 
sion on him, brought him home, and nursed 
him back to health. He then married Prin- 
cess Gerta Isemburg, with whom he lives 
at Heidelberg, where he is not above recall- 
ing old times in the United States, with 
American students at the university, over a 
friendly mug of beer or glass of wine. 

While his name figures on the retired list 
of the German army, with the honorary 
rank of major, he is not allowed by the 
grandduke to reside in his dominions, and is 
virtually boycotted by all the courts of Bu- 
rope. The grandduke is said to havealready 
taken steps to exclude him from the suc- 
cession to the throne, in favor of his younger 
son, Prince Albert. 

Ex-Prince Hermann, who from now on 
becomes an ordinary noble, with the title 
of Count Ostheim, and who remaims a bank- 
rupt, under “curatel,”’ that is to say, pre- 
cluded from the exercise of ordinary civic 
rights, constitutes a notable addition to the 
ever growing list of royal and imperia! per- 
sonages who have, for one reason or an- 
other, ceased to occupy a place on the steps 
of the throne, and who have forfeited their 
inherited rights and prerogatives of mem- 
bership of a sovereign house. 
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Among them has been an uncle of the 
new Count Ostheim, namely, the late Prince 
Bernard of Saxe-Weimar, who sacrificed his 
rank in order to wed a Hamburg innkeeper’s 
daughter, and received the title of Count 
Crayenberg, under which he spent several 
months in the United States in 1905 and 1908. 
Then there are the ex-Archduke Leopold of 
Austria, now Leopold Wolfling, who was 
excluded from the House of Hapsburg 
by Emperor Francis Joseph, and who 
is merried to a Munich chambermaid, 
his sister, ex-Archduchess Louise, divorced 
by the present king of Saxony prior to his 
accession to the throne, and Duchess Pau]l- 
ine of Wurtemberg, who was obliged to de- 
scend to the rank of a Baroness Kirbach 
before she could obtain permission to marry 
Dr. Willim, in practice at Breslau. 

The khedive of Egypt a few weeks ago #ol- 
emnly excommunicated his cousin, Princess 
Saliha, widow of Prince Mahomed Ibrahim, 
divesting her of all her preroga.ires as @ 
princess of the reigning house o7 Egypt. ow- 
ing to her determination te aiopt the French 
Stage as a profession, despite her great 
wealth. The Archduke John was obliged to 
surrender his status as a member cf the 
reigning house of Austria-Hungary, and to 
assume the name of John Orth. 

Prince Frederick of Schleswig- Holstein, 
brother of the German empress’ father, made 
a voluntary sacrifice of his position as a 
prince of the blood, and became an ordinary 
noble, with the title of Prince Noer in order 
to be able to wed Miss Esther Lae of New 
York otherwise than morganatica''y. She 
is now the widow of Field Marshal Walder- 
see. Then there is Prince Oscar, the eldest 
of the brothers of the present king of Swe- 
den, who renounced his rights of succession 
to the throne and his rank as a scion of the 
reigning house, becoming an ordinary citi- 
zen, with the title first of Count Wisborg and 
afterwards of Prince Bernadotte, in order to 
marry his mother’s maid of honor, Miss 
Ebba Munk. 
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The fact that Count Wolff-Metternich, the 
German ambassador in London, should have 
consented. to officiate as host at the large din- 
ner @ance given there just before the season 
closed by the Baroness Eckhardstein, at 
which some of the younger members of the 
royal family were present, goes to show that 
the sympathies of the German embassy and 
also of the German court have been with the 
baroness rather than with the baron in their 
recent domestic troubles. 

It may be remembered that the Baron, after 
spending several years at Washington as at- 
taché of the German mission there, was 
transferred to the German embassy in Lon- 
don as secretary. There he married the only 
child and heiress of the late Sir John Blun- 
dell Maple of Tottenham Court road. Event- 
ually she was driven by her husband’s ex- 
travagances and brutality to seek relief from 
the English eourts. They declared that 
while there was plenty of evidence to war- 
rant a decree of divorce against the baron, 
yet the fact that he was a German, who had 
his residence in Germany, with his legal 
domicile there, had the result of depriving 
the English tribunals of the right to dissolve 
the marriage, even though it had been con- 
tracted in England under English law. The 
presiding judge of the Divorce court decided 
that while he had no authority to grant a 
divorce, he possessed the power to devise 
measures for the protection of the baroness 
as long as she remained in England by ac- 
cording to her a decree of judicial separation. 

>. 

The baron thereupon sued his wife in the 
Berlin courts on the ground of desertion. re- 
fusal to live with him, and a variety of other 
charges, on the strength of which he ob- 
tained a German divorce, but at the same 
time lost his position in the German diplo- 
matic service. 

That the German ambassador should after 
all this have consented to act as master of 
the house and hoet at the dinner dance of 
the baroness, at which most of the members 
of the German embassy in London were 
present. leaves no doubt as to the views of 
the German authorities about the baron’s 
conduct. For I need hardly say that the 
ambassador never would have ventured to 
espouse the cause of the baroness In the way 
that he has done unless he had had the con- 
sent and approval of the kaiser.

Opposed to Pasteurizsed Milk. 

Chicago, Aug. 8.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—I think if you un better the subject 
of the pasteurized milk ordinance you would 
not advocate it. If the ordinance should con- 
tinue in force it would prove to be a serious 
matter to the public, not only in a monetary 
sense but would algo work great injury to 
the health of all who use milk. 

Heating milk @estroye the ferment and 
makes the milk hard to digest. Several years 
ago the sterilized milk craze struck this coun- 
try and every infant that was reared artifi- 
cially was fed sterilized milk. During that 
period the death rate among infants in one 
of the large hospitals of New York City 
was abnormally high. An investigation was 
ordered. It was found that sterilized milk 
caused intestinal irritation, brought on dar- 
rhea, which in many cases wae impossible to 
control, and the child died of starvation. 

This accords with my personal experience. 
However, I lost no cases, because immedi- 
ately after I read the report I changed the 
diet—gave whole milk—and saved my cases. 
Had I not done so I wouldcertainly have lost 
the cases then under treatment. 

It is true that pasteurization only requires 
a temperature of 140 degreee Fahrenheit, 
while sterilization requires 212 degrees. But 
a temperature of 140 degrees will destroy the 
ferment which is the life of the milk, so to 
speak, and make it hard to digest.

Easy Washing. 

Soak clothes in cold water twenty minutes. 
Wring out, and soap soiled spots. Fill boiler 
half full of cold water. Put in one heap- 
ing tablespoonful of washing soda and one- 
half bar of soap, sliced. Put clothes in 
boiler and bring slowly to a boil. Boil for 
thirty minutes, stirring often. Rinse well. 
Flannels and colored goods are _ easily 
washed in the suds in which the white 
clothes were boiled.

Easy Laundry Work. 

You can do a morning’s work in one hour 
and a half by following these directions. Put 
8 cents’ worth of borax, 5cents’ worth of salts 
of tartar, 5 cents’ worth of powdered ammo- 


nia and one package of potash into five quarts 
of boiling water. Turn one quart of water 
on to the potash first and let it stand until 
cool, then add the rest. Let the mixture stand 
twenty-four hours and it is ready to use. 
This makes enough for twenty washings. 

When ready to use take one coffee cupful 
of the “quick and easy,” shave half a cake 
of soap, and add them to your bollerful of 
clothes. Boil half an hour. A good rinsing 
in your bluing water is all that ie necessary 
unless some collar or wristband is much 
soiled. An.old laundress is authority for this 
recipe. Just try it once.

Parker House Rolls. 


Take two tablespoonfuls of sugar, three 
tablespoonfuls of butter, one teaspoonful of 
salt, add to two cupfuls of scalded milk; 
when lukewarm, add one compressed yeast 
cake, which has been dissolved in one-quar- 
ter of a cupful of lukewarm water. Then 
add five and one-half cupfuls of flour, beat- 
ing while adding, and knead it thoroughly. 
Let rise, and when double its bulk, knead a 
few moments and roll out one-half inch 
thick. Cut out with biscuit cutter, first 
dipped in flour. Make crease in middle of 
piece, brush half with butter, fold and press 
edges together. Let rise until double again 
and bake in hot oven fifteen or twenty min- 
utes. To make glaze, brush with milk when 
nearly done.

Nasturtium Salad. 


This is a delightfully spicy salad and most 
decorative for the Sunday or company dinner. 
Pick a good number of leaves and blossoms, 
wash well in cold water and shake dry. Ar- 
range in a shallow glass dish, leaves and 
flowers forming a border and stems running 
to the center of the dish. Take two or three 
cold boiled potatoes and slice thin. Pees 
an equal number of tomatoes and slice. 
Then arrange potatoes and tomatoes in a:- 
ternate circles, covering the stems of the nas- 
turtiums and sprinkle with a little fine minced 
onion and parsley. Dress with French dress- 
ing and serve cold. 
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To Keep Lemons Fresh. 


Take a smal! deep dish and one-half pound 
paraffin, melting the paraffin over fire. 

Take a steel crochet needle with small hook 
and insert into one end of lemon just 
through the skin in such a way as to enable 
you to roll the lemon around by means of the 
hook. 

Now dip the lemon into the hot paraffin 
until every part is coated evenly and thinly, 
then lift, let coal a moment before placing on 
a dish or paper. remove hook and press the 
paraffin over the point where inserted. If 
not successful at first dip over. A dozen or 
more can be coated with this and will kéep 
unchanged a long time even in August.

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—[Special, }—Follow- 
ing an advance running through eight con- 
secutive sessions of the stock exchange, 
which pushed forward the average price of 
active railroad stocks some 8 points and 
active industrial shares 4 points, the stock 
market reacted on Thursday under concen- 
trated professipnal selling upon the actual 
signing of the tariff bill by President Taft, 
recovered all its losses and more on Friday, 
and finished the week with new high records 
in force, 

While this rise of prices was under way 
realizing was continuous in such volume as 
to make it a matter of daily comment in the 
financial district that quotations withstood 
the effect of selling. Explanation of the 
market's remarkable capacity for absorb- 
ing stocks was found mainly in the renewal 
of outside interest in securities and heavy 
purchases made here for European account. 


Analysis of Situation. 


The securities market of the kind here 
described is deserving of analysis by the in- 
vestor as well as by the ordinary trader in 
stocks, for at a moment when prices of secu- 
rities are within 6 or 7 points of the highest 
level ever touched by them it is worth while 
to seek the direction of the wind from any 
straw. 

Concrete examples of the steady improve- 
ment in trade are furnished by the returns 
on iron production in July, by bank clearings, 
and statistics of business failures in the same 
month, and by railroad earning statements 
for June submitted during the week. 


More Gold Exported. 


More gold went out last week from this 
city to Argentine and Japan. The movement 
to Argentina is the smallest reported in a 
number of weeks, however, the course of for- 
eign exchange responding in part to the hard- 
ening rates for money here. In addition to 
$1,000,000 engaged for Japan last week it is 
understood $4,000,000 more may ultimately 
follow, but beyond this there is no prospect 
of further heavy engagements. Time money 
continued to work firmer through the week, 
maintaining the tendency of the preceding 
week in this respect, foreshadowing a call 
from the west for funds before the end of 
the present month. Money is in plentiful 
Ssuppiy in all banking centers, however, 
nothing like the high rates witnessed in many 
crop moving seasons of recent years being 
anticipated this year.

Wall Street Believes Busiasss

QUESTION FOR THE FUTURE: 


Will There Be Further Tariff Agitar 
tion ?—Money Promises to be Dearer, 


Outwardiy the stock market regarded with 
favor fina! action on the tariff.

Consideration of Tariff. 

It is 
whether the people of the middle west and 
west will be satisfied with what has been 
done. Thi¥ is said merely to point out acon- 
tingency. While there will be tranquillity for 
a time, the test will come when the con- 
gressional campaigns begin. It can then be 
discovered whether or not the degree of dis- 
satisfaction, if any should exist, will be of 
sufficient importance to create a further revi- 
sion of the tariff downward. Ifany doubt shall 
be raised on this point there will follow @ 
slowing up of business. To assert this is mere- 
ly to speak in accordance with history, and 
even if there were no history for guidance, 
it is fundamental in business that a change 
in the tariff is equivalent to a change In the 
yardstick, and ho merchant will make large 
engagements until he knows how his cloth 
is to. be measured. 

Wall street, however, is safe in assuming 
that a good market can be carried on for 
several months before it will be disturbed by 
consideration of the tariff. 


. Dearer Money Predicted. 

The money market promises to be the imme- 
diate general factor operating in the secure 
itles situation. It is becoming evident that 
interest rates will be higher this fall than 
they were last. The margin over the reserve 
requirements’ of the national banks will be 
much smaller than one year ago. The bank 
statement issued last Saturday showed a 
surplus reserve of $25,945,600. This compares 
with $50.224,276 last year and $7,700.550 two 
years ago. .The excess now ig 56.2 per cent 
less than in 1908. The fact of expanding 
business, which it is assumed will follow the 
settlement of the tariff, will operate to 
increase the Gemand for money ard cause 
higher rates.

TRADE IN WHOLESALE LINES. 

Nearer approach to best previous records 
in factory outputs, more certain assurance 
of increasing employment of labor, and facil- 
ities in the production of finished matcrials, 
and a display of increased confidence on the 
part of buyers and investors in the commer- 
cial and financial situation were encouraging 
dévelopments in wholesale trade lines last 
week. The number of buyers attending sales 
in local jobbing houses exceeded ali expec- 
tations, individual purchases were mcre lib- 
eral, and the demands made upon productive 
capacity and transportation facilities were 
more urgent and came from a wider territory 
than at any previous time in two years. 

Higer temperatures brought out a rush of 
late summer orders for seasonable light- 
weight merchandise, and the outward move- 
ment of dry goods, clothing. and. footwear 
was materially increased, while the cost of 
general merchandise displayed a well defined 
upward tendency. Stocks of summer goods 
were reduced to a minimum, and jobbers had 
better facilities for displaying fall merchan- 
dise to best advantage. Orders booked for 
the latter were more liberal and indicatcd 
that merchants had given up expectations of 
more favorable terms later in the season. 

Demand for staple groceries. canned goods. 
and dried fruits and stimulated by reports of 
reduced productions and insignificant re- 
serve stocks; offerings of standard goods 
were held with more confidence, and the ten- 
dency of values was strongly favorable to 
seellers. Sugars were rigidly maintained at 
the recent advance in values; there was prec- 
tically no old crop coffee offered for sa». 
and flour was taken at full prices.

All Cereal Prices Work Much 
Lower Under Heavy Selling. 


PATTEN CROWD ON BEAR SIDE 


Present Crop Outlook Favors Big 
Yields of the Leading Grains. 


The government crop ‘report for August 
‘will be issued today at 1 p. m., Chicago time. 
It will give the preliminary estimate of the 
winter wheat crop, the condition of spring 
wheat and corn, the old crop reserves of oats 
and condition Aug. 1. Last month the indi- 
cated yield of winter wheat was 397,000,000 
bu and of spring wheat 296,000,000 bu. Pri- 
vate advices indicate that the winter wheat 
figures will be raised a little, while no change 
is expected in spring. The July report indi- 
cated a yield of 8,117,000,000 bu, compared to 
a final outturn last year of 2;669,000,000 bu. 
Oats a month ago promised a yield of 1,080,- 
000,000 bu, compared to a final crop in 1908 
of 807,000,000 bu. Not much change !s ex. 
pected in either corn or oats. Reserves of 
oats Aug. 1, 1908, were 38,797,000 bu. 


Large Yields Are Promised. 

A bearish sentiment dominated the wheat 
trade during the greater part of the week, 
fnfluenced mainly by the fact that the north- 
western spring wheat crop appeared to be 
making rapid progress toward maturity 
without suffering any materia! loss from rust 
or other drawbacks. Present prospects in- 
Gicate the largest yield of spring whea: in 
the history of thé country, and without bull 
leadership the trade was inclined to discount 
the expected heavy accumulations of wheat 
later on. Under the dollar mark for Sep- 
tember there was fair support and sorts 
appeared to be satisfied for the time being. 
The Patten crowd was on the bear side, with 
the Armour house operating on both sides 
of the market. Final prices were 4@4% to 


4%@5c lower. 


Winter Wheat Relatively Strong. 

Judging from present indications winter 
wheat should work to a premium over the 
spring wheat. While the crop of the former 
js probably considerably larger than early 
estimates indicated, the total yield wi!l be 
much below.a year ago and under the ave- 
age for recent seasons. 
plies of old winter wheat were practically ex- 
hausted, while there will be stfficient stocks 
of spring wheat to last out the season with- 
out the usual spectacular bulge in cash 
values which usually marks the tail end cf 
the crop. With a big run of spring wheat 
and ample reserves in the northwest many 
traders are spreading between Minaeapoks 
and the winter wheat markets. 

Black rust was reported at severai pojais 
during the week, and one Minneapolis re- 
port said the prospective yield had been cut 
gown 25,000,000 bu in the three states in the 
last ten days by rust and heat damage, bit 
private advices from experts now in the field 
did not indicate any such amount of injury. 
Premature ripening will cut down the yie'd 
probably to some extent, but the outlook is 
still extremely flattering. 


Harvesting Is Under Way. 

Cutting has begun at points all through 
the three states and at some places in Canada 
and on this side of the line will be general by 
the end of this week, so that there will be 
emall chance of further damage from rust. 
The Canadian crop is still susceptible to dam- 
age and will be closely watched the coming 
week. Conditions in Manitoba are under- 
stood to be less favorable than In the western 
provinces. Intense heat in July with an 
excess of moisture has retarded maturity to 
some extent, and may delay harvest until 
there is danger from frost. 

Discouraged by the continually declining 
prices foreigners who were inclined to buy 
freely much higher up have practically 
pulled out of the market, and export sales 
except to fill old contracts have been small. 
There has been some demand for shipment 
immediately, but new contracts have been of 
a limited volume. At the same time, local 
export brokers are of the opinion that all that 
is needed to again stimulate an excellent 
business with foreign buyers is to have the 
market steady fora time. Some assurance is 
wanted that the bottom of the market will 
Rot again fall out. 


Cash Situation Is Encouraging. 

On the whole the cash situation so far as 
winter wheat is concerned is undoubtedly 
strong. More wheat has been sold to go out 
from Chicago the next few weeks than is now 
in sight and several! of the leading cash firms 
have little if any wheat unsold. Shipments 
have averaged heavy so far this month, 
and wheat will be shipped out as fast as it 
can be loaded. Reecipts at the same time 
continue heavy, but not a great deal of 
wheat is being consigned, most of tne ar- 
rivals being on sales made some time ago. 
On the decline farmers generally have shown 
@ tendency to hold their wheat. Whether 
this tendency would still prevafl if futures 
should work still lower isa question, but 
with old stocks exhausted and thé chances in 
favor of a comparative scarcity of both red 
and hard winters before another crop there 
Seems to be iittle reason for any hasty mar- 
keting. 

Liverpool Price Trend Lower. 


Recently Liverpool has shown a weaker 


tendency than for some time past, infiu- 
enced mainly by the steady declines in this 
market, but prices are still closing to a work- 
ing basis for export, and as crop returns in 
Europe do not promise any bumper yields a 
strong tone is expected in foreign markets. 
The Argentine outlook is none too good, 
although this factor has been lost sight of 
temporarily, so bearish has been | the loca] 
sentiment.

Corn Values Under Pressure. 


Corn values have suffered severely, the 

magnificent crop promise, indifferent cash 
demand, and the slump in wheat and oats 
contributing to the weakness. Al] months 
shared in the decline, but the far off months 
were the especial targets of the bears.. Re- 
ceipts were moderate and cash prices held 
comparatively firm. So far there has been 
no indication of heavy selling by the country, 
and the big reserve stocks reputed to be back 
in the interior are as slow as ever in coming 
out, leading to the suspicion that they have 
been badly overestimated. The shortage in 
September has again been greatly increased. 
Many of the bulls have not lost heart and are 
predicting that the nearby shorts will find 
themselves in a worse predicament than in 
July Selling of the deferred. months has 
brought values for those deliveries down toa 
much more reasonable basis, but with heavy 
prospective yields of all the coarse grains 
sentiment is still bearish. Hot weather has 
caused some complaint, but the general out- 
look is still indicative for the largest crop 
of corn ever raised in this country. Final 
prices for the week showed net losses of 
5@1%c. 

Oats Decline Is Checked. 

A further radical readjustment in oats val- 
ues was checked around 36c for September 
and December by heavy profit taking by 
shorts and commission house buying. Ele- 
vator interests have been consistent buyers 
throughout the week but in the face of the 
steady outpouring of oats from country 
houses and bear pressure by big local pro- 
fessionals their opposition to the declining 
tendency was not very effectual. Country 
sales have been large evidently and a big 
run is expected this week and for some time 
thereafter. The oats are of excellent quality. 
this year and with the possible exception of 
Iowa nearly every state has a big crop, the 
total belng undoubtedly the largest on rec- 
ord. Receipts so far have been light and the 
cash market has been fairly firm, a better 
shipping demand having been in evidence the 
last few days. Closing prices were 1 to 1% @ 
1%c lower. 

Continued light receipts of hogs at all west- 
ern points, active support given the market 
by packing JAnterests, and a moderate revival 
of the export demand for lard combined to 
give the provisions market a firm. tone 
Monthly stocks were bullish as expected, al- 
though supplies of meats other than contract 
grades do not suggest any material scarcity. 
Late selling eased the market to some extent. 
Prices are high and the declining grain mar- 
kets induced considerable scattered liquida- 
tion and checked the volume of outside busi- 
ness. Present values are abnormally high 
and some traders of a conservative turn of 
mind are not bullish, notwithstanding the hog 
run is so light, arguing that present market 
conditions are more or less artificial, and that 
prices are being bolstered for the purpose of 
unloading high priced product.
